One other thing 
has created much agitation and 
discontent and that was the 


“ Bonus.” Botched from the start 
it is now one great big fraud. 
The boy s are called unreason­ 
able for asking pay ment now in 
full. Let us see who is unreason­ 
able. When the gov ernment paid 
the boy s to fifty per cent they 
changed the law and charged 
them four per cent on their 
withdrawals. Now get it right, 
the gov ernment owed me $1000. 
I drew $500 of my own money 
and now hav e to pay four per 
cent on it till 1945. Is it right? If 
they apply the rule of present 
worth to my $500 due, I will hav e 
a small sum at best whether I 
get it now, or pay four per cent 
on what I hav e got until the bal­ 
ance matures. I maintain those 
questions as the most controlling 
factors in the last election. 
I could not be rightly classed a 
gnancial “ depression.” So much 
so as a state of general dissatis­ 
faction of conditions. Whatev er 
the cause, it was complete. Rusii 
county suffered an irreparable 
loss in the defeat of Senator 
Watson to which add the defeat 
of Miss Sleeth for state treasur­ 
er. It shows how loy al the peo­ 
ple of the county are to home 
talent. I hav e nev er v oted against 
a local candidate for state office, 
no matter what his politics. As 
for Watson he can well afford to 
say with Moore— 
“ Here’s a smile for those who 
lov e me 
And a sigh for those who hate: 
And whatev er sky ’s abov e me 
Here’s a heart for any fate.” 
Not jiow, but in coming y ears 
will a new generation read of his 
deeds. His name will be associat­ 
ed with the history of the county 
as the most conspicuous citizen 
in public life in 
his day , the 
county could ev er boast. When 
the selfish little souls who now 
assail him, shall be dead and 
forgotten, the name and fame of 
Watson will linger a bright star 
in the constellation of national 
celebrities and Rush county will 
receiv e the honor of being the 
home of the greatest orator of 
his time and his only offense, 
that in politics he was a Republi­ 
can with change or guile and 
one, who nev er, in controv ersial 
combat, nev er carried away the 
bloodstains of his opponent. 
Thirty -six y ears ago i knew 
him well and shared with others 
the scintilation of his associa­ 
tions. Lake our able congress­ 
man, Watson will come back. 
Merit is hard to eradicate and 
since the Fates has so ordained a 
Democratic 
congressman from 
the Tenth district, congraula- 
tions are tendered Finley Gray , 
an able and conscientious man 
who will bring no discredit on 
the state or district. 
In the gloom of defeat I g ath­ 
er consolation by reflecting that 
this gov ernment is run on the 
fifty -fifty basis, and that ev ery 
law and ordinance enacted will 
be for the intended well being of 
all alike. M ay 'a merciful Prov i­

To successfully use honey one 
must first learn how to drizzle it. 
Honey drizzled is better than 
honey poured, for a little gives 
just the sweetness desired and 
intensifies natural flavors—a lot 
of thick honey poured on makes 
any dish too sweet. 
Warm honey is thin and driz­ 
zles perfectly. Place the honey 
jar in warm—not hot—water for 
about ten minutes before using/ 
When you are ready to flavor the 
food, the honey is just the right 
consistency 
to 
drizzle 
tiny 
threads instead of pouring a 
heavy stream. 
Take whipped 
cream, for instance, the color 
effect is beautiful when whipped 
cream is left unsweetened and 
honey drizzled instead. 
All fruits that are sweetened 
are delightful when honey driz­ 
zled. Citrus fruits take on a new 
tang and intensity when honey- 
sweetened. Grapefruit: Halve the 
grapefruit, remove core, divide 
sections and dirizzlte over the 
fruit two or three tablespoons 
honey; let stand fifteen to thir­ 
ty minutes before serving. 
Salads: In fruit salads, honey 
is in its glory. Just drizzle honey 
on fruit slices 
arranged 
for 
serving and watch the honey 
penetrate the fruit tissues; the 
sugars in fruit and in honey are 
natural sugars, so they blend 
perfectly. 
Honey Orange Ambrosia Sal­ 
ad: 
Peel and slice crosswise, 
firm medium sized oranges. Dip 
first in honey then in cocoanut; 
arrange on lettuce leaves on sal­ 
ad plates. Heap halves of sweet 
red cheries or berries in center 
where orange slices meet; driz­ 
zle a bit of honey on fruit in 
center; serve cold. Honey-coat­ 
ed slices dipped in favorite pre­ 
pared cereals make excellent 
breakfast service for children. 
Honey and cream is recom­ 
mended for children as honey is 
admitted to be the most whole­ 
some sweet they can get. Honey 
in sandwiches brings extra good­ 
ness to the lunch. Blend wTith 
cream 
cheese, 
chopped 
nuts, 
raisins and celery, chopped car­ 
rots, 
peanut 
butter, 
dates 
chopped and many other combi­ 
nations; they are different and 
delicious—easy to make, most 
appetizing. Honey assures addi­ 
tional flavor, keeps sandwich 
moist, and holds crumbly bread 
together. 
Honey toasts, delicious. Just 
mix spice, nuts, or fruit with 
honey to spreading consistency; 
spread on toast. 
Honey 
Cream 
Waffles—Use 
topping of honey butter: 
two 
parts of honey to one part oi 
butter beaten together. Allow 
butter to stand in room temper­ 
ature for a time and then it 
blends very easily with honey or 
place both honey and butter in 
top of double boiler and blend 
together over hot water. This 
topping also fine in between 
meal sandwiches for children. 
Biscuits: Serve hot with hon­ 
ey. Here is how they are made: 
2 cups flour. 
1 cup milk. 
4 tablespoons shortening. 
2 tablespoons honey. 
3 teaspoons baking powder. 
1 teaspoon salt. 
Sift dry ingredients together; 
cut in shortening; mix honey in 
milk and add to the dough— 
work, roll out and cut and bake 
in quick oven. 
Honey Meringue: Use either 
1-4, 1-3, or £ cup honey to 1 egg 
white (1-3 most satisfactory) for 
resturants, 8 egg white 2 cups 
honey. Use Speed No. 2 and whip 
type of beater, whip mixture 10 
to 15 minutes or until it peaks. 
This may be kept in refrigerator 
uncovered for months and used 
anywhere a topping is required 
For hand beating use 1-4 cup 
honey to 1 egg white and beat 
together until it peaks, requires 
a great deal of beating. A few of 
the 100 uses for honey meringue: 
Fruit Salad Dressing; £ cup hon­ 
ey meringue, 1-4 cup mayonaise 
Ham 
Sauce—1-4 cup horse 
radish to 1 cup honey meringue 
lr4 teaspoon mustard. 
Sundae Topping—Blend with 
fresh crushed strawberries or 
other fruits and use as sundae 
topping.
